If their 
hope is justified instead of 
building more prisons all 
that will be necessary will 
be to build a few more hos- 
pitals and there treat the 
glands of offenders. 


Nor is this all. The work 


of district attorneys every- 
where will be wonderfully 
simplified. Examination of 
the glands of a defendant 
will show at once whether 
the offense he has commit- 
ted is a felony or merely a 
misdemeanor. 
After 
this 


there will be no excuse for 
changing the charge after 
the defendant has demand- 
ed a jury trial. 


And why stop here? It 


may be that what is urgent- 
ly needed is a constitutional 
amendment authorizing the 
appointment by the presi- 
dent of a corps of physi- 
cians to examine the orators 
in congress after every de- 
bate. Their glands should 
demonstrate beyond perad- 
venture whether they were 
championing a worthy cause 
or merely indulging in hys- 
teria. This would naturally 
do away with the necessity 
of a vote. The report of the 
doctors would be taken as 
final, and the proposed law 
could either - be forthwith 
enacted or straightway kill- 
ed.

Waiting With Pistol.

"t ought to kill you, but you've

Shannons were transferred to that 
city after a hearing before Feder- 
al Judge James C. Wilson at Fort 
Worth. 
Bailey, who appeared at 


Fort Worth the same day for 
a 


bearing, \vaa returned to Dallas 
for safekeeping. 


An order for Bailey's transfer 
was signed a week ago but feder- 
al offices had delayed removing 
him. 


.federal and county officers con- 
sidered the possibility that Bailey 
might have escaped In an airplane. 
It was learned that a plane flying 
low circled the -jail building three 
or four times between 3 and 4 a. 
m. today. Investigators reasoned 
that the occurrence might have 
been the signal for Bailey to plan 
an immediate escape, certain that 
confederates were ready to pick 
him up. 


Until four days ago the federal 


government had kept a tall, rug- 
ged officer sitting in front 
of

read a magazine. When even a 
jailer approached, the man would 
casually drop his reading and fin- 
ger the gun. 


Special Guard Removed, 


He was removed from the jail 


upon orders of the department of 
justice because it was felt t>at he 
"was not needed." 


Any and all persons who wished 
to visit Bailey first had 
to get 


from the department of justice a 
formal pass. All Bailey'a visitors 
in the last 32 days except 
one 


were searched before they were 
permitted to confer with him. 


Investigators believed that only 
that one man could possibly have 
smuggled into the jail the pistol 
Bailey used to escape. 


Bailey had been a model prison- 


er while incarcerated in the Dal- 
las jail. He spent most of his 
time reading and smoking cigars. 
He chatted In a friendly manner 
with those who guarded him and 
brought him meals. 
When he was 


taken to Fort Wort for the hear- 
ing and returned to Dallas In sev- 
eral hours later, he laughed and 
chatted with federal and county 
officers who handcuffed him and 
guarded the 
automobile caravan 


with advance and rear guards 
bristling with machine guns. 


While the Shannons were trans- 


ferred to Oklahoma City at 
the 
abrupt conclusion of their hearing 
Bailey was returned here because 
the Dalas county jail wAs consid- 
ered one of the most impregnable 
in the state and Southwest. Mo- 
mentarily orders for his actual re- 
moval were expected but they were 
not forthcoming. Federal authori- 
ties were believed to have prefer- 
red to keep their prisoner here 
rather than risk the long hop, per- 
haps by airplane, until the,actual 
trial date at Oklahoma City came

Bailey, also named as the ma- 
chine gunner in the slaying of 
four officers and Frank Nash at 
Kansas City, and Tresp left in the 
latter's Qsr while no one else was 
in sight at the jail garage. They 
headed for the northeast part of 
the city and for a highway lead- 
ing In the direction of the Wise 
county farm where Bailey 
waa 
arrested Aug. 32. 
In the belief that Bailey would 
not have escaped unless he plan- 
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run-around when Young arrived. 
Bailey walked down a flight of 


stairs to the sixth floor where ho 
overpowered the chef and trusty 
and then rode to the main floor, 
where the main jail office is loca- 
ted. 
Surprising Tresp, he forced 


him to unlock a rear door" leafflng
